Junior Baltzley, 16, H lilt own, 
Gets 75-I)ay Term in Jail 
For Shooting 3 Hens. 


Junior Baltzley, 10, HHltow’n, was 
sentenced to serve 75 days in the 
Adams county jail in default of pay­ 
m ent of fines totaling $75 w'hich 
w'ere imposed after a hearing Tues­ 
day evening before Justice of the 
Peace John H. Basehore. 
Baltzley was charged with sh exit­ 
ing three ringneck pheasant hens on 
November 24. 
The charge was laid by an Adams 
county game protector and the a r­ 
rest was made early Tuesday after­ 
noon by Constable Horace L. Bender. 
At the hearing Tuesday evening 
Baltzley entered a plea of not guilty. 
Three witnesses said they had seen 
him shoot three pheasant hens In 
the Rock Top section of the South 
Mountains, near Cashtown, on No­ 
vember 24. 
They stated also that 
they had seen the dead birds later 
in BftltzJey’s possession. 
The defendant adm itted th a t he 
had been shooting on th at day and 
th at he had shot three birds, but 
insisted they were grouse and not 
pheasants. 
After finding the youth guilty. 
Justice Basehore imposed the sen­ 
tence provided by the state law 
which directs a fine of $25 per bird. 
In default of the fin**, the defend­ 
ant is required to serve a sentence 
in the county jail where he will 
"sit out’’ his fines at the rate of 
$1 per day.

UCCE8S stories are num erous enough, but every once in a while we run 
into one that is breath-taking. Such a one appeared recently in Tile 
American Magazine and was condensed in The R eader’s Digest for Febru­ 
ary. I t is one of the most inspiring articles about a hum an being th a t I 
have ever read. 
The story is about a boy, a negro boy. whom nobody wanted and so 
was traded for a horse. The horse has been forgotten. 
The boy became 
Dr George W ashington Carver, distinguished chemical wizard and scien- j 
fist of Tuskegee Institute. 
He never knew his parents and the nam e he holds was invented for J 
him. Even today he doesn’t know' when he was born, though he thinks j 
he is about 70 years of age. But all those years he has been making m arvel- I 
ous things—out of next to nothing. From the peanut alone he has m ade ; 
nearly 300 useful products such as cheese, candies, coffee, oils, dyes, soap, I 
face powder, flour—and even axle grease, according to the writer of the 
story, James Saxon Childers. 
As a baby slave he was bought back by his form er owner for the sti- j 
pend mentioned and took the nam e of his owner, who reared him from a 
; sickly child. The Carvers having no money, the boy determ ined to earn 
an education. Through years of the direst poverty and struggle in Iowa, 
I lie finally took a degree from the state agricultural college and later be- 
; came a teacher. Booker T. W ashington discovered him and brought him to 
j Tuskegee, where he has become world renowned because of his genius. The 
; late Thomas Edison once invited him to come to New Jersey and work j 
I with him. 
This marvelous old negro takes little or no money for his discoveries, j 
j always giving God the credit. He has turned down offers of great wealth, 
i lor he says th a t money m eans nothing to him. A friend who called to talk 
with him. heard him m utter, as he turned to his microscope: “God has! 
been mighty good to this poor old negro.” 
Letters come to Dr. Carver from all over the world seeking his advice 
and wisdom. Someone from Florida sent him a large palm etto root as a 
challenge. 
L ater he came forth with lovely veneers which a furniture i 
company bought from him, and which saved them probably from bank­ 
ruptcy during the depression. 
Tha* Carver negro boy might have said: “There is no chance in this j 
world for me”—but he didn't! 
And the world is richer because of his in ­ 
dustry. sacrifices, great gifts to science, and most of all because of 1 
kindly character.

New London, Texas, M arch 24 
(AP) -Convinced there is no evi­ 
dence upon which to base prosecu­ 
tions for the London school blast 
with its 455 deaths, public officials 
prepared technical and legal preven­ 
tatives Tuesday night against any 
such future disaster. 
This community, where nearly ev­ 
ery family was bereft of one or more 
members, planned a great Easter 
Sunday memorial service for the 
child and teacher victims, as resi­ 
dents returned slowly to everyday 
routine. 
No Grounds for Prosecution 
“There is no evidence at all on 
which to base a prosecution,'' Ed­ 
ward Clark, secretary of state, re­ 
ported to Gov. Jam es V. Alfred at 
Austin upon his return from New 
London. 
As a national guard cap­ 
tain. Clark sat in the m ilitary court 
that investigated the disaster and 
decided it resulted from an accum- 
m ulation of escaped natural gas. 
Experts of the United States bu­ 


reau of mines continued an investi­ 
gation. drilling 400 holes in the oil- 
derricked section of the wealthy con- 
! solidated school's grounds to test 
j subsoil for possible gas seepage.

Parker, 
Salt 
Lake City 
i (Utah) district engineer of the mine 
i bureau, 
said 
the 
official 
finding 
would be forwarded to W ashington. 
Authorities privately expressed the 
opinion gas seepage through the 
ground was not a factor in the ex­ 
plosion.

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Legislators Meeting in Harrisburg: 


i 
Will you take the responsibility 
for cutting the wage of every 
worker in Pennsylvania? 


We ask that question sincerely and respectfully. We 
ask it of a Legislature that has time after time dem­ 
onstrated its ability and eagerness to legislate for 
the benefit of men and women who work for a living. 
In view of this, we do not believe that there is a single 
Senator in Harrisburg who would give second 
thought to a bill which he knew would cut wages in 
Pennsylvania. 


We refuse to think that the Senate, now in session 
at the State Capitol, realizes that the Store Tax Bill, 
to which it is giving consideration, would have the 
effect of cutting the wage of every worker in this 
State. 


We ourselves realize it, because many of us who 
are signing this article are in the retail food busi­ 
ness. We deal with all classes of wage earners in our 
stores, year in and year out. 
Day after day we see 
that one-third of our population which is “ill-nour­ 
ished, ill-clad, ill-housed”—thousands who first count 
their pennies, then hesitate between buying a loaf 
of bread or a bottle of milk. They cannot always af­ 
ford both. 


To such people even a slight rise in the cost of food 
means a very large cut in wages. There is no differ­ 
ence between reducing a family’s wages a few dol­ 
lars, and raising its cost of living a few dollars. 
Either way the family must buy less food, less 
clothes, and must live in a poorer home. 


lf the Store Tax Bill, which the Senate is consider­ 
ing, is passed, retail food prices will have to go up. 
In effect, this will be a cut in wages for every family 
rich or poor in the State. Of course, the well-to-do 
can bear a small reduction in income and suffer little 
more than inconvenience or annoyance, but even the 
slightest cut in the wage of the majority of our citi­ 
zens would mean disaster to them. 
The Store Tax 
would reduce the wages of those who could least af­ 
ford it. 


The Store Tax Bill proposes an enormous tax on 
each store in a chain, although chain stores already 
pay local. State and Federal taxes as high, if not 
higher, than other merchants. The tax, if it passes 
the Senate, would cost each store in the popular 


chains more than many of their smaller stores make. 
There are 3,786 small chain food stores in Pennsyl­ 
vania neighborhoods, not one of which makes 
enough money to pay its share of the tax this bill 
would place upon it. 


Where then would the tax come from? 
By slash­ 
ing our expense of doing business? 
But expenses 
are made up of wages to our managers and clerks, 
and warehouse workers and truckmen; and of rents 
to local landlords and payments to other Pennsyl­ 
vania citizens. Would the Senate have us take the 
tax out of them? We do not think so. 


Should it come out of the farmers from whom we 
buy our food? 
Pennsylvania farmers will tell you 
that chain stores are the best customers they have. 
Must we cut down their incomes to pay the tax? 


There is only one way—higher food prices. 


The Store Tax, if it passes the Senate, will come out 
of the wages of Pennsylvania voters. 


That, of course, is our side of the stoiy, but we say 
with all sincerity we believe it is also the wage earn­ 
ers’ side. It is unfortunate that a large tax should 
be placed on food, especially at a time when so many 
people find it difficult to obtain food even at present 
prices. The reason given for the tax is to raise the 
salaries of rural teachers. 
Nobody would quarrel 
with that. But however commendable the purpose, 
must we place an excessive tax on the first essential 
of life? 
A tax on food is a tax on every man that 
lives. Could not the money to raise teachers’ salaries 
come from a source other than from the poor? 


We realize as we write that there are some Sena­ 
tors who differ with us honestly and conscientiously, 
and we know that every Pennsylvania Senator will 
vote on the Store Tax according to his best judg­ 
ment. . The record of this present Senate proves that. 


But, if the Store Tax Bill becomes a law, and the 
wage earners of Pennsylvania feed the pinch of low­ 
ered real wages, we hope that the Senators now in 
session at Harrisburg are prepared to accept the full 
responsibility.

SHIP AVD DOCK DAMAGED 
BY FIRE IV BOS TOV HARBOR 


Boston, March 24 (AP). — Flames 
damaged a dry dock, a ship cradled 
In it and threatened another vessel 
Tuesday before firemen, called by 
four alarms, brought it under con­ 
trol. 
Fire Chief Samuel Pope estimated 
damage to the Simpson dry dock of 
the Bethlehem shipbuilding com­ 
pany and to the San GU, a United 
fruit 
steamer 
undergoing 
re­ 
pairs at $30,000. 
Oil, believed to have leaked onto 
the dock from the recent grounded 
tanker Halo, also under repair here, 
fed the flames and caused a dense 
pall of smoke that hampered fire­ 
men. 
Two men, one of whom rescued 
the other from a lofty crane cab on 
the dock, were taken to a hospital 
suffering from smoke inhalation. A 
half dozen firemen arere revived aft­ 
er being overcome by smoke. 


Detroit, March 24 (APL—The au­ 
tomobile workers’ union broadcast a 
warning Tuesday night—backed by 
a tremendous outpouring of union 
members and sympathizers—that it 
Was ’’going to get everything that Is 
ours.” 
On the eve of Gov. Frank Mur­ 
phy’s conference witli the principal 
figures on both sides of the Chrysler 
strike, thousands of men and women 
surged into Cad Alae square, heart of 
/Detroit’s downtown area, at the call 
of Homer Martin, president of the 
United Automobile Workers of Am­ 
erica. 
Fred W. Frahm, superintendent of 
police, estimated the throng at up­ 
ward of 60,000. Union headquarters 
said about 250,000 were there. 
Snarl Traffic for Half Mile 
Bearing banners, singing, cheer­ 
ing and sometimes booing, but with­ 
out disorder, the mass of people 
tangled traffic within a half-mile 
radius of the square, an oblong area 
200 feet wide, extending two blocks 
between the city and county build­ 
ings. 
Hundreds of police were on duty 
in the area, but they took no part 
beyond trying to keep traffic moving. 
On some streets motorists were de­ 
toured as far as half a mile fom 
the outermost fringe of the meeting. 
A squad of police stood at every 
entrance to the city hall. 
Martin, who ordered the demon­ 
stration in protest against police 
(eviction of sit-down strikers In two 
small labor disputes Saturday, told 
the crowd: 
Reason and justice shall be insti­ 
tuted in this city, this state and this 
nation.
